caſe commonly haunting all Birds, eſpecially thoſe 
which are ofa hot Complexion. | 

"The Second kind of Diſcaſe - with which moſt 
Birds are. troubled, is a ſubtile Diſeaſe called 
Pthifis, for thoſe Birds that are troubled with this 
Diſcaſe, do moſt commonly ſwell in their Bodits, 
and-you may: pongtes, if you make a narrow ſearch, 
their Breaſt is be 
at that time the Bird be very-ſharp and thin ;; and - 
very lean upon the Breaſt 3 and thoſe Birds that art 
afflicted with this Diſeaſe, cannot well digeſt theit 
Meat, but are .ſubje&t to caſt and overturn' their 
Meat in their Stomach, ſo in a ſhort time the- Bird 
conſumes away and dies. | | 

The third fort of Diſeaſe is the Gout, which is 
very common to Birds that have been kept long in 
the Cage, it -cauſes a fore vexitig pain in his Feet 
and Leggs, and cauſes them many times to forſake 
their Meat, by reaſon they can neither ſtir nor and 
with any pleaſure, but on the contrary a remaining 
* Pain and vexation. This Diſeaſe is known by much 
roughneſs in the Leggs and Feet,and ſwellingsalfo, 
which are in the Feet, and Leggs, and Knee,: where 
moſt commonly it troubles them worſt of all. 

The tourth Diſcaſe is difficulty read or 
hard and troubleſome drawing of their Breath 5 
and this is known by the Hoarſveſs in their Throats, 
that they cannot utter the Tunes and Notes with 
any pleaſure to themſelves or Keepers : for if they 


do, they do it fo harſhly and imperfectly, that it is

ſet with veins fall of Blood, though ||

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as good they were ſilent. And furthermore, if you 
lay your Hand upon his Breaſt, or diligently mark

in - his Body ;' by all which Symptoms you may 
juſtly gather and conclude that he is moſt certainly 


infected with this Diſeaſe oftentimes, eſpecially it

The 5th Diſeaſe ſubject to Singing-Birds is Blind- 
eſt, which oftentimes happens by extraordinary 
ſinging, each Bird firiving to outvie the other in 
Song. This muſt be quickly helped upon the fartt 
appearance, or they will never be cared 3 and'this 
Diſeaſe is at firſt perceived by the trickling of tears 
from- thefr Eyes, and by certain Feathers that are 
about their Ears, which immediatly do curl and 
crook by turning in again. 

The 6th Diſeaſe is the Falling-Sicknefi, which is 


likewiſe incident unto very many Birds, whereof 


without diligent care & obſervation, theyare ſeldom 


* ornever cured ; for I could never find any other Re- 


medy for it, but this z To keep the Birds which 
you bring up, (and eſpecially Brll-Fixches) from 
the heat of the Sun all the Summer long, and at the 


fall of the Leafe cut all the Nails of his Fect to the

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very quick, ang: pall $, or 6. of his Tail-Feathers, 
and. when he mouts, -beſprinkle him'with a little 
White-Wine and Water, and fct- him not in the 
Sun, - but leet him'dry himfcll all times in the Shade, 
and give once in  aWeekſomething'ta purge him. 
 _ The 7th Diſcaſe that Birds are fubjedt to is che 
Pip, which may be known by the hardneſs of the 
end of their Tongue, and alfa by the fides of their 
Bills: Your {mall-Birds that feed upon Seeds are very 
{:ldom ſubject to. this Diſeaſe, but moſt commonly 
your Throftles, Black-Birds,, and Staires, which 
feed upon ſoft Meat. I have alſo known your 
Nightingales tobe: troubled withit, that have been 
fed too much with Eggs boild hard. Fox the Reme- 
dy of this (tor the Bird-will never cat his Meat kind- 
ly, nor fing with any Stomach fo long as he hath 
x) take the Bird- in youx Hand, and having opened 
' his Bill with a Needle, take that hardneſs off from 
the top of his Tongue, and the ſides of his Bill alſo; 
then give him the Seeds of Mcllons, being bruiſed 
and ſteeped in pure Water, let him drink thereof 
three or four days then when you perceive him 
to grow better, and to take delight to prune and 
peck himſelf, give him a little fine Loaf-Sugar, and 
put into his Water alſo. To keep your Black-Bird 
and Throſtle trom this Diſtemper, give them once 
in a week a little painted fine-Colourcd Snaile, and 
lay hima Stone in his Cage, and he will break him 
ro peeces and cat him , and this will preſerve thoſe 
two Birds from having a Fit. | 
The 8th is the Diſeaſe of theRump, which is 
hard to be known, and no other way that I could 
ever find to be a better fign,' than the Bird grow- 
ivg Melancholy, as by ſurcealing, and ter ons 
rom

' The: Robin Red-breaft'1s an excallent Bird for the 
Whiſtle, and to ſpeak alfb 3': bue this isthe miſery 
of moſt People, they breed ſo many together, that 
one ſpoils another: for a Robin is a hot-metled 
Bird, and muſt not be in the hearing of another ; 
therefore if you-breed two; have them im; ſeveral 
rooms, that they may not hear each other, and 
fo conſequently ſpoil one another. 

The next for whiſtling of Secd-Birds, is your 
Canary-Bird, which will learn any thing almoſt, if 
taken very young out of the Neſt, otherwiſe not 3 
for he is an exceeding hot-metled Bird, and will 
run upon his own Sdng do What you can. 

The next is the Linnet, which will learn almoſt 
any tune if not too long and too much variety 3 for 
you muſt not teach any Bird after the Flaggellet, or 
your Mouth, that are too long or too much varic- 
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ty: Learn themone tune firft, and then proceed 


to another, and keep him dark and till, out of 
the noiſe of other Birds, for he is very apt to xe- 
member- any Roguery above a"Fune: Take this 
for a general rule for all Birds, that the younger 
the Birds be, the better they will prove, and 
anſwer your expedation and trouble for keeping 
them ten days extraordinary, when they are very
